SUMMER CLASSES FOR YOUNG PEOPLE 


One of The Cleveland Museum of Art's most popular programs for young 
people, its annual summertime art classes, will begin June 20 with five new 
courses offered this year. 

Open to children of Museum members and non -members alike, courses are 
arranged according to age level from pre-school through high school. Classes meet 
twice weekly for six weeks in either morning or afternoon sessions, and are 
designed to stimulate appreciation and understanding of art through seeing 
and doing. 

The Museum's collection is the heart of every class with the children 
using that collection to reach out and understand the world which surrounds 
them. 


Listing of Summer Classes for Young People 

Abracadabra! The mystery and magic of primitive art and the mythology of 
Egypt, Greece, and Rome will be sources for drawings, paintings, and 
costumes the class will make. (Ages 6 and 7) 

Afternoon Studio . These classes, grouped by age, will study drawing, painting, 
and construction techniques with various materials in the galleries and 
studios. (Ages 6 to 12) 

Airborne Art . The subject is art that uses wind and motion: paper airplanes, 

mobiles, pinwheels, flags, banners, kites, and streamers. (Ages 8 to 10) 

T Cityscape . A child's-eye view of the city--expresses through paper, paint, and 
a variety of three-dimensional materials --includes discussions of city 
architecture. The students will draw plans for and build their own "ideal" 
city. (Ages 10 to 12)

Construction Company , Assembling new and unusual sculptures, mobiles, 

environments, and other three-dimensional forms of art, the class will 
work from many objects in the Museum collection. (Ages 10 to 12) 

Drawing an d Cartooning . A special interest class for those who want instruction 
in two-dimensional art forms. Students will use pencil, pen and ink, 
and water color to make drawings and comic strips . (Ages 8 to 10) 

Kalei doscope . Oriental, African, Medieval, and Egyptian col lections --the younger 
children's favorite galleries--provide a wide range of studio and gallery 
projects. (Ages 5 and 6) 

Mini-Masters . A general art class introduces young children to the Museum 
collection. (Ages 4 and 5) 

*0f Cabbages and Kings . Variety is the key to this class in which the children 
will draw, paint, and construct in various projects initiated by the 
Museum collection. (Ages 5 and 6) 

Paper, Paint, and Pencil . Taking a fresh look at traditional materials, this 
class will emphasize exploring media in drawing, painting, and paper 
sculpture. (Ages 10 to 12) 

^Picture This . Students will be encouraged to write and illustrate their own 
stories, making use of drawing, painting, and sculptural devices. They 
will also study how some artists and peoples have used stories and myths 
to begin a work of art. (Ages 8 to 10) 

Printmaking . From simple processes to work on a real printing press, this 

class offers students a chance to learn about various kinds of printmaking. 
(Ages 11 to 14) 

Rainbow Road . This class will examine how various artists and cultures have used 
color and will study beginning color theory with selected materials . 

(Ages 6 and 7) 

^Shadow Show . Using light as their art medium, students will work with silhouettes, 
shadow puppets, and shadow costumes. (Ages 6 and 7) 

Space Factory . Students will manufacture their own environments, build various 
kinds of sculpture, and concentrate on the three-dimensional aspects of 
art. (Ages 6 and 7) 

‘ teenage Class; Two- and Three-Dimensional Design . This class is an introduction 
to the elements of design (space, line, color, and texture) and to design 
problems in both two- and three-dimensional formats. (Ages 13 to 17) 

Teenage Drawing and Painting . Students will work out of doors, in the galleries, 
and in the Museum studios. (Ages 13 to 17) 

Teenage Workshop; Three-Dimensional Art . Construction, sculpture, and spatial 
concepts will be explored in a variety of media, with special attention 
to sculpture in the Museum collection. (Ages 13 to 17)

Water Color and Tempera Painting . Working with the Museum collection, students 
will first study ways artists have used these media and will experiment 
with painting techniques of transparent water colors, tempera paint, and 
their combinations. (Ages 8 to 10)

Registration for children of Museum members will be held Friday, June 2 
from 10 a.m. until 4 p.m.; for non-members, Saturday, June 3 from 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m. Because many classes are limited in size, enrollment is on a first 
come first served basis. 

To register children for classes, a parent or guardian must come to 
the Museum. Children need not be present at registration. 

There is a fee of $5.00 per class for Museum members, and $10.00 per 
class for non-members, to be paid at the time of registration. 

In the case of financial need, scholarships to cover class fees are 
available.
